Within half a minute the building had 
‘caught ‘fire and was blazing fiercely. In 
it, fortunately; at the far end, three 
other. men’ had: been working; and they 
were flung through the door and thrown 
to the ground outside by, the force of the 
explosion. These three men were :— 
Thomas Prince, of Stohorough, and 
William Davis and Sidney Brown, of 
Upper’ Parkstone. ‘They escaped with 
shock and ‘slight brúises, for which they 
were treated at the factory.surgery, after- 
wards going. home. 


GIRLS BADLY SCORGHED. 
Within a short distance of.-the stove a 
number of girls were working in another 
building, and several of them were burnt. 
Fanned by the breeze, flames darted 
through the windows and reached the 
girls, scotching their hands and arms. 
Dorothy Partridge, aged ‘26, and Hetty 
Louisa Terrell, aged 22, were taken to the 
surgery, where the matron attended to 
their burns. Both were badly scorched, 
but, luckily, not seriously hurt, and were 
able to go home. : 
The scene when the explosion occurred 
was extraordinary.’ There was'‘a deafen- 
ing roar, which.could be heard for several 
miles around, followed. by several smaller 
reports. Screaming girls ran out!into the 
open, and practically every employé in 
the huge factory had left the building in 
which he or she was working. In thirty 
seconds the stove building was a mass of 
flames, which leapt up to a hundred feet, 
and columns of smoke blackened the sky. 
Fire appliances were rushed to the spot, 
and, though the building was destroyed, 
the fire was prevented from’ spreading. 


PANIC-STRICKEN RELATIVES. 
The noise brought several relatives of 
the workmen running panic-stricken to 
the factory, and it was some time before 
the officials could convince them that 
their men had*escaped unhurt. ‘The report

One of the girl workers said that it 
was a most terrifying experience. I have 
never heard such a bang as the explosion 
made, she said, ‘and pieces of metal and 
brick seemed almost to fill the air.

Sir Austen Chamberlain's speech in the 
Assembly yesterday afternoon was one ot 
thé frankest to which that gathering has 
ever listened, and has made a profound 
impression here.’ It is the general subject 
of discussion to-day, and everywhere the 
remark is heard that henceforward there 
can be.no illusions as to the attitude of 
Great, Britain towards the League. 

The British Foreign Secretary, spoke as 
the representative of an Imperial nation, 
and in one passage declared that, great as 
was his devotion to the League of Nations, 
it could- never supersede for him that 
smaller, but older, League, the British 
Empire, He explained to his hearers why 
his Government was quite unable to assume 
the obligations of any: further’ guarantees 
in, Europe, and brought home to them how 
great were the liabilities Which we had 
incurred by the signature of the Locarno 
agreements. 
“To say that Sir Austen Chamberlain’s 
speech has given general satisfacgion 
would, of course, be wholly false. On the 
contrary, it disconcerted the majority: of 
his hearers. There was one. passage of 
which the very reticence made a deep im- 
pression. “ Then as to security,” he said, 
‘‘and here I approach difficult ground. 
I speak to an audience the great part of 
which finds the famous protocol exactly 
suitable to their conditions, and cannot 
understand why anyone else should be un- 
able to accept what is so advantageous to 
them.” He. went on to state the contribu- 
tions which Great Britain had actually 
made to.security, and asked whether there 
was no other troubled frontier where other 
nations coyld give their guarantee as Great 
Britain had given hers in Western Europe. 
Tt was asking the impossible to invite the 
British Empire-to take for every country 
and for every frontier the guarantee which 
England had taken at Locarno, 

It would be well for harmony if the 
resolution about the protocol could now 
be dropped; for in an Assembly where 
unariimity is necessary no practical effect 
can come of it. Unfortunately, however, 
the principal Dutch delegate intimated 
last. night that he intended to press for 
its discussion in Committee. It has, there- 
fore, been passed to the Third (Disarma- 
ment) Committee, which will also have 
before it the Polish resolution condemning 
wars of aggression: The work of Com- 
mittees generally lasts about ten days, and 
it is difficult to see what good, and easy 
to see how much harm, may result from 
close daily discussion of this abstract, but 
controversial, problem. 


SECRET HISTORY. 


HOW IRREGULARS 
PROCURED THE GUNS. 


Speaking at Letterkenny last night, Senator 
McLoughlin disclosed some secret history 
abottt how two irergulars who occupied the 
Four Courts obtained English guns..

REVIEW.

From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT 


The provision trade generally remains 
strong, although so far as eggs are concerned, 
with a falling-off in demand, there is a rather 
weaker tendency. In butter. at the close of 
the week, the market took a distinctly firmer 
turn, and during the week it has developed 
more activity. “Only comparatively small 
stocks are available in this country at pre. 
sent, but the gap in prices between this class 
and Scandinavian is now, widening. No new 
season Colonial butters are expected to come 
forward in any quantity until November. 
Under these circumstances buyers are turning 
their attention to Danish butter, although 
finest Irish creameries are competing strongly 
at present reasonable prices. Last week's 
advance in bacon appears to have checked the 
demand, and the opinion is expressed in some 
quarters that the incregse in prices might 
hav» been more gradual. No change was 
recorded on Friday in Irish, Danish or Dutch, 
but Swedish declined to the extent of 2s 
per owt. Owing to the harvest operations 
the Danish killings remain on a moderate 
scale. A falling-off is reported in demand 
for eggs, and prices have eased in conse- 
quence. Some confusion is still apparent 
with regard to the preservative regulations 
which came into operation at the beginning of 

e present year, and the Ministry of Health 
ib issued a circular to the Sale, of Food and 

rugs Act authorities and others, in which it 
is intimated (inter alia) that “local authori 
ties will probably consider it desirable to 
refrain from instituting legal proceedings 
during the next few months where they are 
satisied that reasonable efforts have been 
made to clear old stocks, and that further 
consignments will conform with the recula 
tions.”’ Representations have been made that 
there are in this country stocks of hams and 
bacon preserved by borax which were im 
ported before June Ist, but owing to 
unforeseen circumstances could not be dis 
posed of before the regulations came into 
operation. Under these circumstances the 
Ministry of Health suggests that local 
authorities should not institute legal proceed 
ings in respect of old stocks of bacon and 
hams during the next few months, where 
they are satisfied that, reasonable efforts have 
heen made to clear "such stocks, and that 
further consignments will conform with the 
regulations. 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday trade 
in all sections ruled slow, and, notwithstand- 
ing the decreased supplies, prices showed an 
easier tendency. The majority, of the cattle 
wer? lacking in finish, and the quality of the 
sheep and lambs was by no means all that 
could be desired. At the Manchester Pic 
Market rather more activity was displayed 
with the opening of the pork season, and the 
sharp advance in bacon prices last week 
caused a somewhat uncertain feeling with 
regard to baton pigs. At the Manchest« 
Dead Meat Market business throughout the 
week has been by no means brisk, but taker 
all round prices have been fairly well main 
tained, 

Little change to note in the position of 
dead poultry, but in game young grouse are 
the turn dearer at 6s. per brace. As ve! 
practically no partridges have been offered at 
the wholesale market.
